Mayor Roche then delivered the following 
address on The Dignity of Labor and Ita 
Relation to Capital“: ' 

The requirement of labor arises not solely from 
our necessities, from our need of food, clothing, 
and shelter, but grows out of our matural consti- 
tution. Labor as essential to our health, 
we and vigor of body and mind as air and 

ight, warmth and nutrition. There can be no 
such crown of humanity as a sound mind in a 
sound body without work; without due exer- 
cise of both the physical and mental faculties. 
He is the perfect man who, richly en- 
dowed with natural gifts, has all his faculties 
fully and symmetrically devéloped by exercise. 
And it is this law of exercise, which is part of the 
divine constitution of humapity, inseparable 
from growth and development, which dignifies 
labor and makes the man of accomplishment the 
man of deeds, first among his fellows and ruler 
overmen. The as trait of genuine, 
successful men in all various walks of life is 
@ genius for work. Natural endowments and 
factitious advantages make some distinctions 
among men, but methodical, persevering work 
does more than all else. There is no 
substitute for work and no counterfeit 
will pass current for it in tne journey of life. 
And whoever discredits labor by word or deed, 
or seeks to make it dishonorable, defames his 
own manhood, violates the primal law of his be- 
ing, and is a criminal against society. The obli- 
tion to work is a law of both nature and reve- 
ation. He that will not work neither shal! he 
eat. The idlers and drones of society recruit the 
criminal classes. To be idle is ful, to 
workis ennobling. To make the best use of our 
powers is to fulfill the law of natureand of God. 

Activity is life; indolence and inertia are stag- 
nation and death. All through the reaim of 
nature, from the atom to the planet; through all 
animal and vegetable life in all terrestlal 
changes; through all planetary and celestial sys- 
tems we find movement, progression, and cease- 
less activity. 

Many essays have been written on the relation 
of labor to capital, but no theory has yet been 
proposed de province of each which 
commands universal assent. Many earnest, 
thoughtful, and philanthropic minds have tried 
to solve the labor problem and to ascertain what 
proportion of the — 14 — of labor and capi- 
tal should be allot to each, but no specific 
rule has been formulated which, from its reason- 
ableness and justice, has been generally ac- 
cepted as having the bin force of law upon 
both employer and employ 

There is.no necessary antagonism between 
labor and capital, and the best interests of both 
demand mutual codperation and will. p- 
ital is only accumulated labor- wages stored away

Sto. All the wealth of great city, of wank. 
ever form, represents o the product of a cer- 
tain number of days’ work, sided by mechanical 
and chemical forces and supplemented by the 
subtle processes of 2 — which transform raw 
material into finished goods and the seed-germ 
into root, stem, bud, blossom, and fruit.

An alarm of fire was given and the department 
speedily exti ished the flames, which were 
found to issue from a closet in the room where 
hung a dozen silk dresses valued at several hun- 

dollars. Then it was found that two water- 
pipes leading through the closet had been cut 
and the water was pouring down between the 
floor and ceiling below. Leading from the ground 
to the library window on the first floor was a 
step-ladder. The window had been forced. 
The spare bedroom was the only room entered 
by the thieves, though nothing was taken. The 
robbers had been surprised at their work by the 
domestic and had fired the shot. How the fire 
was started is a mystery, but it is attributed toa 
piece of wanton vandalism on the part of the 
robbers. The damage by fire was confined to the 
closet and the contents, and will amount to 
$2,000, while the water from the several pipes 
ruined the plastering below and caused almost as 
much loss as the flames. 


ATTEMPT TO BURN ENOXVILLE, 


Incendiaries Fire a Hotel for the Purpose 
of Robbery. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct, 17.—About 2 o' clock 
this morning the extensive lumber yards of Mc- 
Lemore & Co., in the northeastern part of the 
city, were found to be on fire. The entire fire 
department was dispatched to the scene. While 
the firemen were at the lumber yard flames 
Were discovered in the basement of the 
Hattie House, the largest hotel in the city. 
Buckets and such other vessels as were conven- 
jent were used to fight the flames, and they 
were soon extinguished. Of 200 guests asleep in 
the house but four were aroused, One of the 
only two fire-engines broke down — its way to 
the Hattie House, leaving the entire city at the 
mercy of the flames. The Hattie House is located 
in the centre of the city, and if the two fires had 
gone beyond contro! $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 worth 
of property would have been consumed in a 
short — It has deen developed that the 

wo fires were the result of a plan to burn the 
attie House and rob the guests and the safes in 
the office (which contained a large sum of money 
left there on deposit) and the safe in the saloon. 
During the excitement the safe in the saloon was 
robbed of nearly $1,000. Two suspicious charac- 
ters were seen loitering about the F wong shortly 
before the fire was discovered and y have not 


been seen since.

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NEW YORK BROKERS TO BE CALLED 
TO ACCOUNT. 


False Reports They Circulated About Wall 
Street—Gould Said te Have Become 
Bear—The Western Union’s Monepoly 
of Cable Service to the West Indies to 
e Broken —Chinamen Returning to 
Their Native Land—Arrival of Charles 
Dickens Jr.—Gotham Gossip. 


New Yor, Oct. 17.—|Special.}—A stock 
exchange firm is to be called upon to explain 
what justification or excuse it had Saturday 
last for giving currency to a report that the 
banking house of Robert Garrett’s Sons, in 
Baltimore, was mn financial trouble and like- 
ly to go under. The story was spread all 
over Wall street. Some Wall street specula- 
‘tors have felt licensed lately to circulate any 
sensation they might choose at the expense 
of Robert Garrett and his friends. In this 
latest instance, hardly so flagrant as 
some others preceding it, 1t is probable that 
there will be developments which will have 
a most salutary effect upon the Wall street 
rumor committees that hesitate at nothing 
so long as influence can be asserted tempo- 
rarily on the stock market. In this instance, 
as is quite often the case, the harm is done 
by néw converts to the bear side. The vet- 
-eran bears had no vart in either the inven- 
tion or the circulation of the tale. 

Today’s market showed an easy advance, 
though not ong of much consequence. There 
were eviddences of large covering con- 
tracts in the market, and many of the rising 
quotations were directly attributable to buy- 
ing by the shorts. Likewise there were 
transactions which showed that the bears 
‘were putting out new short lines in Western 
and Northwestern stocks. Seller 60” wasa 
popular option in Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, Northwestern, and some others. 
According to a semi-official announcemert 
the Reading Company’s reorganization as 
now agreed * will involve fixed charges 
of about $7,750,000, including rentals of 
leased lines. This year’s net earnings, in- 
cluding revenues from its securities, are 
estimated at $13,000,000, leaving an excess 
of $5,500,000 over the fixed charges applicable 
to the payment of interest on the 
‘new list, second and third preferred 
income bonds, and afterward to dividends 
on the capital stock. Now itis hinted around 
that Washington E. Connor, who has been 
one of the chief bull prophets, whipped quiet- 
ly around over into beardom about the mid- 
dle of last week and bagged profits that were 
handsome. There are even fears now that 
Mr. Jay Gould, too, will be found after a 
while to have been somewhat of a bear on 
one or two securities. For instance, what 
could he have meant by whispering to a 
Tarrytown acquaintance: “ You can make 
ali the money you want by selling Atchison’’? 

It looks a good deal as if some of the con- 
trolling magnates of the American Cotton- 
seed Oil Trust would like to shake all the lit- 
tle fellows out from their sharenolders’ list. 
It isa poor day now when two or three 
points on the stock are not given out 
officially. 

NEW CABLES TO SOUTH AMERICA. 

The Western Union’s monopoly of cable 
business to the West Indies promises to be 
soon ended by the laying of new lines by the 
Commercial and French companies working 
together.*The French Government has grant- 
ed a concession to the French company for a 
cable connecting Brazil, Central America, 
the Antilles, and New York, and 15,080,000 
francs is reported to have been subscribed 
for it by a syndicate including the Crédit 
Fonciers, the Comptoire d’Escompte, and the 
Transatlantic Bank. Work on the new lines 
is to be begun immediately. A land line will 
connect ew York and Charleston, 
from which city a cable will be, 
laid to Havana. From Havana another will 
go to Hayti or San Domingo, thence to Guad- 
aloupe and Martinique, and thence to French 
Guinea, where connection will be made with 
the Braziiian land lines for Rio, Pernambtco, 
and other South American pointa A short 
cable will be laid between San Domingo and 
Jamaica, connecting with the system now 
existing in Central America and along the 
western coast of South America. The new 
lines will at once come into ri with the 
Western Union mn the West Indies, where 
that company has had things pretty much 
its own way for the last fifteon years. They 
will also cause a considerable cut in the rates 
to Rio, now reached by cables in England 
and Spain. ; 

CHINAMEN GOING HOME. 

Eighteen Chinese laundrymen sailed for 
Liverpool yesterday. All had run laundries, 
and are on their way to their native poppy- 
fields. “ That makes 166 Chinese laundrymen 
who have sailed for China thus far this fall,“ 
remarked the chief clerk of the Navigation 
Bureau, “and the chances are that the 
have gone away with full pockets and will 
not return. A special rate has been offered 
to Chinamen. A Chinaman will travel fifty 
miles to save half a cent, and that is why 
they have sailed from New York. The 
steamship companies guarantee to turnish 
the Chinamen with water, and they feed 
themselves. cost to them is trifling. 
They are taken as passengers because they 
are as clean as wax and cause no trouble. 
How much wealth do they cart away with 
them? Well, I should say the average is 
about 250. That is a fortune to them, and, 
1 ong will keep them! in China 
all their days. ese 166 Chinamen did not 
carry their fortunes with them in cash. 
They had turned them into drafts on Chinese 
bankers, retaining only a few dollars outside 
of their — — for food on their way 
home. They go from Liverpool on trading 
steamships through the Suez Canal.“

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WARRING KNIGHTS OF LABOR con- 
PROMISE THEIR DIFFERENCES, 


After a Stormy Session in Which the Barry 
and Bailey Faction Threaten to Leave 
the Order, the Convention Votes to 
Leave the Executive Board as Now, 
but Giving Powderly the Appointive 
Power, on Condition that the Twe 
Obnoxious Members Resign.

The trouble over the inharmonious Execu- 

tive Board of the Knights of Labor General 

Assembly was settled—at least temporarily 

afternoon by the vote eof the 

assembly leaving the officers as they 
are. It is pretty well understood, 
however, that this is coupled with a demand 
for the resignation of Barry and Bailey of 
the board, and unless compliance 1s prompt 
there is danger of the trouble coming to the 


After the routine business had been got 


a. 
out of the way this morning and Powderly had 
made a plea for moderation and aveidance of 


excitement and passion the consideration of 
the report of the Committee on Laws, recom- 
mending that two members of the General 
Executive Board be dropped and that the 
General Master Workman be endowed with 
the appointing power of his cabinet, was re- 
sumed. Delegate Carlton was the first to 
secure the floor and he made an elaborate 
defense of the administration of the board 
during the last year. He was frequently in- 
terrupted with questions, and it was evident 
almost from the start that the day’s proceed- 


ings would not be as stormy as those of Sat- 


urday. The supporters of the administration 
are willing to give full sway to the oppo- 
sit factions, as they know very well that 
when — vote is finally — —_ —— 
have a majority large enough for pur- 
poses. Nevertheless, thay ave busily — 
in decrying the murmurs of a possible seces- 
sion. Barry, they say, has less than 1,000 
men in his district, while they contend that 
Bailey, who represents some 16,000 miners, 
could not induce more than one-fourth of the 
number to withdraw. They say, further, 
that not more than fifteen delegates could be 
induced to foilow Bailey and Barry should 
they withdraw from the convention. But 
the leaders of the autis,“ while not say- 
ing much about a walk-out, insist that they 
have thirty pledgesof support from delegates 
who are disgusted with the present course of 

There was a hot time in the convention 
this afternoon when Bailey got the floor and 
proceeded to air the charges against the gen- 
eral officers made by Barry Saturday. He 
warmed his superiors in a style that was said 
to have been very dramatic at times. Among 
other things he said: 

The leading officials of this great organization, 
who are elected to carry out the purposes of this 
order by the workingmen of America, are before 
a@ court of justice charged with a category of 
crimes that“ would put to shame the average 
criminal who stalks abroad in the land today. 
Are they true? That is the question to be de- 
cided by this convention in this investigation. It 


is well known that this order was not established 


for political purposes. But what do we find in 

this investigation? Nothing less than a well- 

laid plot—a nest of plots, in fact, hatched by the 

genera! officers and carried out in different parts 

ef the country that would make the worst po- 
tical heelers in the country shout their 

tion. 

He strongly denounced the action of Grand 
Workman Powderly in employing 
men to work tor church interests without the 
knowledge and sanction of the other officers 
of the order and paying them out of the 
funds of the order. There is a suspicion in 
my mind,” said Mr. Bailey, with considera- 
ble heat, “ that Powderly has alhed himseif 
with the Church of Rome, and this to the dis- 
organization of the order.”

asked Bailey. Simply to cripvie my dis- 
trict that it might cripple my strength.” In 
closing his speech Bailey got very much ex- 
cited. He made the assertion that the reso- 
lution to reduce the Executive Board to four 
members was concocted and sprung on the 
convention at the instigation of Powderly and 
the other general officers. “I hope this con- 
vention will not make itself a party to any 
such scheme. he said.

Gov. L R Bop wall of Maine, who is now 
in St. Louis, speaking of prohibition, says: 

I am trying toenforce prohibition in Maine, but 
I find it is the biggest job that I ever undertook 
in my life. The law is fairly well enforced in the 
rural districts and receives the support of the 
community, but in the larger cities and towns it 
is impossible to enforce it, as the liquor-men defy 
it, and in many instances the local authorities 
conspire with the violators and accept bribes 
from them. Even the general public in the 
State have no idea of the success of the violators 
of the law. 

The results of the thirty-six vears' effort 
to enforce prohibition in the homogeneous 
State of Maine, as set forth by Gov. Bod- 
well, a warm supporter of the law, are ex- 
actly in the line of what observing men have 
always claimed. In the rural districts, 
among the farmers, where there is substan- 
tially no desire to drink, and where the ma- 
jority of public sentiment favors prohibition, 
it can be enforced with mom or less success. 
In the cities, where there is a very general 
desire to indulge the taste for alcohotic bev- 
erages, and where the majority of public 
sentiment does not favor a coercive teetotal 
law, it cannot be enforced. That is the ex- 
perience everywhere ever since the Maine 
law was enacted in 1854. The will of the 
majority in any city cannot be coerced by the 
minority. And yet these political prohibi- 
tionists, not content with obtaiming prohibi- 
tion where a majority favor propose to 
reverse the rule of the majority and set up 
minority tyranny. The other principal 
cause for the failute of prohibition in Maine 
cities and cities elsewhere is the error of 
its advocates in not recognizing the fact 
that they cannot maintain a fight against 
the liquor-drinker and the liquor-seller com- 
bined; that no sumptuary law can be invent- 
ed which can affect or prevent the indulgence 
in liquor by those who crave it when they 
constitute the majority, and that the only 
cure is in self-abstention and personal tem- 
perahce. The lesson has been demonstrated 
to them over and over again that a high- 
license tax and local option provide all the 
prohibition that can be enforced without 
abandoning the estabhshed American doc- 
trino of majority rule; and yet these men 


will not heed it. Experience as well as rea- 


son is lost upon them. How much better it 
would be for public morals if a tax of one, 
two, or even five thousand dollars were im- 
posed on saloonsin such places as Bangor 
and Portland than the present plan, amount- 
ing to what is practically free license! 


ATTACKS ON THE JURYCOMMISSION LAW. 

Tommy Morgan’s attack on the new Jury 
Commission law at the Trade and Labor 
meeting Sunday was followed up yesterday 
morning by a hostile article in the little mug- 
wump organ which supported Tommy’s 
“red” ticket for county officers a year ago. 
There is apparent concert in this suddenly- 
developed hostility. The unfriendly criti- 
cisms are made, however, on different 
grounds. But the purpose is the same. 
Tommy is either wittingly or unwittingly 
playing into the hands of the monopoly 
agents, ringsters, jury-fixers, and boodlers. 
The motive of the mugwump organ may be 
guessed at. Tommy says that under the new 
law the Jury Commiussioners— 


Will receive their appointment from the man- 
agers of the dominant political party, and will 
necessarily be subject to the control of the a 
pointing power, and willingly or under compul- 
sion from time to time as required they will 
select juries especially needed to try cases in 
which the interests of the rich and the poor are 
antagonistic. 

The mugwunip organ’s principal objection 
to the law is that— 


It provides for a board of three Commissioners, 
a e at salaries which shall 
not de less than each per annum, and ma 
be $2,000 each per annum- a minimum of $224,500 
222 ty of $896,000 a year in salaries 


Neither of these objections can be sus- 
tained. They are both baseless. The objec- 
tion to the present Jury law is that under it 
juries are selected by the partisan County 
Board which at all times represents the 
dominant party.” To take jury selection 
away from the party machines and to place 
it in the hands of the judiciary, which is non- 
partisan, was the purpose of the new law. 
The Commissioners under it will be selected 
by the Judges of record of this county, seven 
Democrats and seven Republicans. There is 
sufely nothing of “the dominant party ” in 
that. It so happens, too, that Tommy and his 
party have expressed confidence in a majority 
of those Judges within the last year. In that 
time seven of them have been nominated in 
Labor conventions of which Tommy was the 
boss. These are Judges Prendergast, Knick- 
erbocker, Hawes, Anthony, Williamson, 
Jamieson, and Altgeld. No Election Commis- 
sioner can be appointed without the consent 
of the seven Judges named. Tommy has been 
imposed on, perhaps. Either the monopolists 
or the ringsters are deceiving him or he 1s the 
willing tool of both factions. His attempt to 
make it appear that the law would be hostile to 
the workingmen’s interests is manifestly 
absurd. The jurors must, in accordance with 
its provisions, be selected impartially from 
all classes of the community, and as the 
wage-earning people are the more numerous 
they would of course have the larger repre- 
sentation among the jurors. Under the pres- 
ent purely partisan system the honest work- 
ingmen have had little ghance, The creatures 
of the dominant political parties have had a 
monopoly of the jury service, and will con- 
tinue to have if the new law is not accepted. 
There are professional jurors and grand 
jurors, all of them political loafers and ward- 
workers. Under the existing jury system pub- 
lic plunderers enjoyed immunity for years and 


the corporate moriopolies have had it pretty 


much their own way in suits for damages. 
It is a fact that no grand jury selected by the 
partisan County Board ever indicted a public 
defaulter or political thief. All the indictments 
of Aldermen, County Commissioners, and 
their confederates have been made by special 
grand juries drawn by the Sheriff and his 
deputies on the order of aJudge. The panels 
drawn by the political Boards of Commis- 
sioners have always been selected and packed 
with the idea not to investigate boodling. 
Whe knows what sort of political there 
may be next year, and the year after, and in

concern, it may be remarked that every law 
is subject to abuse 1f bad men administer it. 
It would only be by gross abuse of their 
power by the Judges of Cook County that the 
administration of the new law would cost a 
tenth or a twentieth of the sum named in the 
hostile article referred to. It is true that the 
law says the Commissioners “may name 
deputies,” and that an interpretation of a 
somewhat bungled clause of the law—fixed 
up in haste the day of its final passage 
would make the pay of each deputy at least 


$500 per annum. But the law says that the | 
Commissioners shall have this power of ap- 


pointing deputies subject % the approval of 
the Judges.” To pretend that the Judges 
would permit the Jury Commissioners to ap- 
point Deputy-Commissioners in ali of the 449 
precincts of Cook County is to argue a belief 
that the Judges are knaves and rascals who 
have not the least regard for public needs, or 
public opinion, or expense. The only cost of 
the commission will be the salaries paid to 
three Commissioners and tke necessary 
clerical force employed in their office. The 
Judges may when a necessity arises author- 
ize the appointment of some deputies. It 18 
hard to conceive that the services of more 
than half a dozen at atime would he needed 
for a few weeks ur months, and their pay is 
not to be less than at the rate of $500 per 
annum. Another Legislature will be elected 
a year hence, and if the Jury law is found in 
practice to develop any defects it can and 
will be amended, and Tue Trisune will 
help to have the defects remedied. The 
amount paid in jury fees will be reduced 
through the operation of the law to that ex- 
tent at least. 

The respectable citizens who have confi- 
dence in the integrity of our Judges and who 
prefer that the selection of jurors shall be 
taken out of politics will pay no attention to 
the captious criticisms of the little mug- 
wump organ. The workingmen will not pay 
much attention to the denunciations of 
Tommy Morgan. They will rather prefer to 
believe that the law is a just and necessary 
one. Their representatives in the Legisla- 
ture—Dixon. M. J. Dwyer, O'Connor, Bailey, 
Burke, and Wright—voted for the bill. They 
understand its provisions and are better able 
to judge of its probable effects than the Hyde 
Park Socialist. 


A PANIC NOT PROBABLE. 

No pile-driver ever struck a harder blow 
than Mr. Depew dealt the stock market 
by his free talk in the presence of a 
St. Louis newspaper man. That brilliant 
orator and sagacious railroad manager was 
reported as saying that a sweeping panic like 
a cyclone was at hand. He took an early op- 
portunity to deny the correctness of the re- 
port and to claim that it was an exaggera- 
tion of his remark; but it is stated that the 
almost instant decline of the stock market on 
the strength of the interview as published 
amounted to many millions in the aggregate. 
That a cause so slight should have produced 
a result so tremendous must be set down as 
one of the remarkable phenomena of Wall 
street. It shows at once the weakness and 
the strength of the country from the stand- 
point of finance. 

Evidently investors were nervous or the 
croak of one raven would not have frightened 
them. The holders were not stayers. In- 
stead of being preémptors who had come pre- 
pared to remain they were birds of passage, 
with no thought of nest-building. A feeling 
of uncertainty, apprehension, and distrust 
must be widely pervasive. But this is nota 
bad symptom. On the contrary, it indicates 
that the lesson of former panics has not been 
forgotten or unlearned. There could be no 
more effective safeguard aguinst a panic than 
for the monetary public to appreciate the 
danger of it and be able to read the signs in 
the heavens. In 1837, and again in 1873, the 
trading public was blind to the approach of 
the storm. As in the days or Noah, they 
kept right on in their usual course, refusing 
to believe in signs or the premonitions of 
hard times until the crash came. Laughing 
derisively at the notes of warning sounded 
in their ears, bulls, no less than lambs and 
donkeys, went ahead as if there was no such 
word as fail in the lexicon of trade. Toa 
certain extent apprehension is protection. 

It is peculiarly encouraging that a shrink- 
age so great could occur, and that so sudden- 
ly, without producing any more general effect 
on the country at large. A far smaller per- 
turbation fifteen or fifty years ago produced 
a violent earthquake. This time hardly any- 
body outside of Wall street would have 
known anything about the matter if it had 
not been for the newspaper reports; but in 
the years referred to the shock was practical- 
ly universal. and even the humblest farmer 
in the rural districts knew from his own bit- 
ter experience that the bottom had dropped 
out of prices, or, as Hosea Biglow put it, the 
universal bung was loose.“ He needed no 
ticker or stock quotation to make him aware 
of the fact that the usually solid ground be- 
neath him was trembling and yawning, for 
his own house was tumbling down about his 
ears and he could see plainly that he would 
be in great luck if. he got off with a whole 
Skin. 

Not only did no panio result from this re- 
cent $50,000,000 drop in the aggregate values 
of railroad stocks, but none is to be looked 
for, albeit other and greater shrinkages are 
to be anticipated at no remote day. The 
general wealth of the country is a potent ele- 
ment of protection. If a train is derailed the 
common coaches may be smashed and the 
Pullman come out unharmed; and so a poor 
country with little reserve wealth is easily 
precipitated over the brink of ruin, while a 
really rich community can endure the loss 
without collapse. The man who is worth 
$200,000, if he loses half that amount in spec- 
ulation or otherwise can keep on his pegs 
and hardly anybody know that anything has 
happened to him; butif be has only $50,000 to 
start with his loss is bankruptcy to himself 
and there is no tellmg how many more. Ac- 
cording as business is done on a credit basis 
will loss involve failure, and a panic is sim- 
ply accumulating and accelerating individ- 
ual bankruptcy. It is morally certain, for 
example, that British losses from the worth- 
lesness of Confederate bonds were so great 
that they would have produced a national 
panic in any other country in the world; but 
the English could pocket their losses and 
hold on the even tenor of their way without 
anything like a panic. It is safe to say that 
the United States has reached a degree of 
substantiality in wealth that can soften down 
& panic in dull times. 

There has been a wild inflation of real es- 
tate in many Western localities, just as there 
has been an unreasonable inflation of stocks 
in the Eastern market, and sooner or later 
settling time will come. It is often said that 
property is worth what it will sell for, and 
that is true provided the owner realizes at 
once upon it; but it is still more to the point 
to say that property is worth what it will 
earn. Earning power is the real test of 
stock values. Andin fact everything must 
be measured by that standard, even land, for 
if it be held on speculation for a rise, what it 
will earn when put to use is the test of its 
value. Wall street has been assuming that 
the shares of stock in railroads which can 
never pay dividends are really valuable, 
when, as a matter of fact, except in a piach, 
when the control of the property is being 
fought for, such stocks are simply chips. 
and those who deal in them are neither more 
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pass away if the investing public comes to a 


sharks. Too many peovle 

not enough in debt to break them if things 
come to the worst to leave much room for a 
serious, long-continuing period of hard times. 
The great bulk of the business public 1s 
solvent. There may be dull times, a sub- 
sidence of kite-flying, a bailing out of water, 
a deoline in fancy prices, and a getting down 
to the earning value of property; but that 
condition of things will be a benefit to the 
real prosperity of the country. 


JAY GOULD'S TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. 2 

The Baltimore & Onio Telegraph is now 
merged in the Western Union and the Gould 
graph system of the United States. No 
change at present in the operation of the 
Baltimore & Ohio system,” is the official an- 
nouncement; but without a doubt the disap- 
pearance of competition will soon lead toa 
considerable increase ip telegraph tolls in 
the cities where the two companies have 
been bidding against each other for busi- 


ness. With telegraph as with railroad man- 


agement the rule is to make non-competitive 
points pay high fixed charges and dividends 
on watered stocks, while the tolls at competi- 
tive offices are put down very near the level 
of actual operating expenses. Under this 
practice telegraphic communication between 
many points—notably between New York 
and Chicago—has been made quite low, and 
the public in the favored cities have learned 
what it is to pay tolis based on the cost of the 
service instead of a supposed necessity for 


- dividends on water.“ Doubtless thesd ex- 


ceptionally low rates will be advanced, but 
since the people of the leading cities have 
had a taste of cheap telegraphy Jay Gould 
will hardly attempt a large general advance. 
Self-interest alone should prevent any such 
attempt by the Western Union managers. 
The question of a Government telegraph 
system in this country is now simply one of 
policy. There is no constitutional or other 
legal reason why the telegraph should not be 
in this country, as in all European nations, 
an adjunct of the postal service—provided 
the public will be better served by the Gov- 
ernment than by private corporations. The 
entire matter has been argued out and action 
deferred in order to give the corporate sys- 
tem a ler test. An extortionate, undue 
advance in Western Union tolls would make 
a Government telegraph a certainty in tne 
near future. Profiting by the bitter experi- 
ence in England the Government would not 
buy the existing lines at an inflated valua- 
tion, but would put up its own wires and 
operate them in connection with the post- 


» Offices in the leading cities. Having no fixed 


charges to meet and no burdens of watered 
stock to make dividends on the Government 
could put rates down to operating expenses 
and give the entire country a telegraph 
service as cheap as a few fortunately situ- 
ated cities have recently enjoyed. 

Facing such a competition Jay Gould would 
doubtiess be eager to sell his system to the 
Government, but the latter could have no 
reason to pay more for it than the actual cost 
of constructing new parallel lines. To sell at 
actual value would involve the wiping out of 
tons of watered stock, and to endeavor to 
meet the competition of the Government 
would mean the relinquishment of dividends 
forever on fictitious capital. Jay Gould cer- 
tainly understands and appreciates these 
facts. If he desires to insure a Government 
telegraph and put the Western Union in a 
corner “ himself can; strike the blow.” Under 
all the circumstances there would seem to be 
little reason to anticipate anv large advance 
in rates. In respect to this particular monop- 
oly the Government i$ in the exceptional and 
altogether fortunaté position of holding the 
whip hand, and no one knows that fact better 
than Jay Gould. ‘! 

THE MILITARY ENCAMPMENT FAILURE. 

It will not be a matter of surprise to the 
community that the “International” Mili- 
tary Encampment scheme has proved a fail- 
ure and gone into the hands of a receiver, 
though the deficiency is reported to be not 
very large. There was in reality no reason to 
anticipate a different result, sanguine as its 
promoters were that it would prove a great 
success. ‘the most serious obstacle that 
stood in the way was the lack of any basis 
upon which to make an appeal to foreign Gov- 
ernments to allow their troops to come over. 
It was neither a National nor a State affair, 
and it had no military reason for its being. 
It would commemorate no military event, in- 
cident, or act. It could not reasonably be ex- 
pected that the foreign Powers would recog- 
nize a purely private speculation to gather a 
crowd of military people here. There was 
nothing in the fact that it was the fiftieth 
anniversary of Chicago’s corporate existence 
as a city to impress foreign Powers with a 
desire to assist m the celebration of 
that event by detailing portions of 
their national armies, particularly when 
Chicago herself took no corporate part 
in it, The adoption of a city charter 
is not a very important or impressive event 
in the West when every cross-roads village 
is doing the same and calling itself a “ city.” 
When Chicago put on her municipal suit she 
was a little, swampy place of four or five 
thousand souls, who obtained a special char- 
ter from the Legislature and adopted it as 
unostentatiously as a corporation would ob- 
tain a charter for making patent gates or 
starting a gymnasium. They had no celebra- 
taon of the event. No guns or pistols were 
fired, and there were no military here to fire 
them. Nota fife or drum even was heard 
in acclaim of the event. Chicago had had no 
military event in her history, except the 
Fort Dearborn massacre by the Indians; but 
both soldiers and Indians were gone at that 
time. The city itself has taken no part in 
the encampment. fhe Mayor, as her repre- 
sentative, had no official association with it. 
The Council had appropriated no money, no 


Aldermanic committees were to receive the | 


guests, no civic banquets have been spread, 
and no city money has been spent on it. The 
affair was purely a private venture, and when 
its representatives abroad found that the for- 
eign Governments were not disposed to take 
any part in it, and had not the slightest inter- 
est in the fiftieth anniversary of the adoption 
of .a city form of government, then was the 
time to have abandoned a scheme which was 
clearly predestined to failure. 

There are other reasons why it has proved 
a failure. Inasmuch as the city did not take 
part in it and interest in the show had to be 
manufactured and worked up, it should have 
been inaugurated at the most favorable time 
to make an impression with such material as 
was on hand. Instead of that, it opened a 
month or six weeks too late, when the 
weather was not favorable for an open-air 
show, when the rainy season had come, and 
when people were closely occupied with fall 
business. The strangers who were in town 
came only for a single day on account of the 
Presidential visit, and when the President 
and his wife left the crowd left also. The 
Exposition, which draws quite a crowd, was 
already on the wane.

It onght not to be necessary 
again to remind those citizens who have not reg- 
istered before this and those who have moved 
out of the precincts in which they were regis- 
tered last spring that they must register today 
in the precincts in which they now reside, or lose 
their votes this fall. Today is the last and the only 
day af registration this year. New voters and 
those who have changed their residence will act 
acéordingly if they choose to exercise the fran- 
chise the 8th of next month. 

The polls will be open for registration from 8 
in the morning until 9 in the evening.

What is incon- 
ceivable 1s not the division of moral quantities 
‘Into two entities—a reduction of the Manichean 
philosophy from the universal to the per- 
sonal—bat the division of identity, of 
that consciousness which vresides alike 
over the good and bad in every nature 
and which school-men call the ego, Mr. Steven- 
son made this division, but his book was @ psy- 
chological fantasy; the drama, however, pur- 
ports,as all drama must, to be fact. Mr. Mansfield 
saw the paradox and unde tood that the eyes of 
the playgoer could not make the concession 
as the imagination of the novel-reader. He, 
therefore, and very rightly, one is in- 
clined to think, made Dr. Jekyll, not 
the jolly stout physician that Stevenson drew, but 
a haggard student bearing on his face the traces 
of the debauchery of Hyde. In other words, if 
Hyde and Jekyll were one man it was obviously 
impossible that the latter should not think of the 
black deeds of the former, and, thinking, should 
not suffer. So far it was good, but his change 
was not radical. If Jekyll bore traces of Hyde, 
it stands to reason that Hyde, in his 
brutish condition, must also have retained 
the consciousness or identity of Jekyll. Here, 
then, is the inconsistency in the play: identity is 
at one moment preserved, at another lost, and 
the spectator is aware of a confusion which he 
may or may not be able to ascribe to the right 
cause, The murder committed by Hyde in the 
first act is done by a being who is not identical 
in memory or in anything else with Jekyll; but the 


Hyde who is about to commit suicide in the last 


act comprises also the individuality of Jekyll, 

for he has Jekyll's feelings, passions, and even 
words. This contradiction is irreconcilable. 

While the alteration made by Mr. Mansfield in 
this respect was judicious, only that it was not 
thorough, there is another inconsistency even 
more marked, It is represented that Dr. Jekyll 
did not incline to vice, that he was a disinter- 
ested laborer for science and for human good, 

and that his experiment upon himself made 
him a demon. What then becomes of the 
much-vaunted moral which is that selt-indul- 
gence leads to abject slavery? The moral, it 
strikes one, simply is that physicians should not 
meddle with occultism. To put it in plainer 
words, the play as it stands is not a warning 
against vice, butjan argument against empiri- 
cism in medicine. It is partly because the logic 
of the piece is faulty that the heart-interest 
amounts to practically nothing; for, knowing 
Hyde to be a monster, not a man, we feel no 
sympathy, not even pity, for his other self. The 
feeling of the audience is not one of sorrow that 
Jekyll loses the girl he loves, but one of relief 
that she escapes him. The highest sensation 
experienced in following the play is one of fas- 
citation (it is a goblin for grown people), 
and this is produced partly by the 
imaginative power of Mr. Stevenson's 
story, but even in a greater measure 
by Mr. Mansfield’s graphic faculty of bodying 
forth the grotesque. The play itself is a rickety 
frame for a piece of acting which in its sphere is 
superb. It is not to be forgotten, however, that 
the domain of the grotesque is circumscribed; it 
does not necessarily embrace sublimity, nor ex- 
treme sensibility, nor the delicacy of drawing of 
which the most refined art is capable. The 
office of the grotesque is to astonish and 
alarm the emotions and to gratify the instinct 
for the strange. As the situations in this piece 
are not dramatic situations, but a series of 
shocks, Mr. Mansfield is perforce correspond- 
ingly spasmodic. As Hyde he isa realization of 
all that one can imagine as the utmost of de- 
pravity. The most self-contained play- 
goer ~ will not réstrain a shudder 
as he gazes. . upon the . hideously 
distorted face, the shrunken, twisted figure, and. 
the clutching, palsied hands; the voice, hard and 
discordant, and ineffably brutish, completes the 
impersonation. The talent which lends itself so 
readily to the horrible, however, is not so flexible 
when the beauty of pathos is to be portrayed. 
The idea is to excite repulsion as Hyde and to 
win sympathy as Jekyll. The former Mr. Mans- 
field does to perfection; the latter he does not 
aceomplish. There is no heart-note in his voice, 
and to his temperament has been denied the 
grace of tenderness. He has many fine gifts as 
an actor, but among them is not the gift of tears. 
The love passages in the play were wanting in 
the softness of self-surrender. To sum up one's 
impressions of the acting it was not on the 
highest plane of artistic endeavor, but on 
that which it occupied it was supreme, its char- 
acteristics being intensity and concentration. 
The theatre was crowded, and the people watched 
with breathless attention the progress of the 
scenes. The stage was like a dissecting-table, 
around which had gathered a crowd ‘uninspired 
by the reverence of study, but wrapt in the con- 
templation of asight which could be neither 
pleasurable nor profitable. 


At the Grand Opera-House last evening 
Rudolph Aronson’s comic opera company from 
the New York Casino opened an engagement of 
‘*Erminie.” The first scene of the operetta is 
upon u village green, before the door of the inn 
“Golden Lion. Erminie, the daughter of the 
Marquis de Ponvert, is enjoying a birthday féte 
in which all the villagers participate. There 
arrive upon the scene two thieves, Ravennes and 
Cadeaux, who have just waylaid and robbed 
the Vicomte de Brissac, Cadeaux bearing 
with him that nobleman’s portmanteau, in 
which they discover his letters of intro- 
duction to the Marquis, whose daughter, 
Erminie, he is to marry. Ravennes passes him- 
self off upon the Marquis as the expected Vi- 
comte and Cadeaux as a traveling companion 
from the East, the Baron Bonnie. The dilapi- 
dated condition of their apparel they explain by 
declaring that they have been beset by thieves 
and robbed, besides being forced to change 
clothes with the highwaymen. The soldiers, 
who have already stopped before the tavern on 
the way to look for the thieves, now return, but 
find the two suspicious-looking characters on 
such apparently intimate terms with the 
Marquis that their suspicions are entirely 
disarmed, The true Vicomte, whom the thieves 
are supposed to have left tied to a 
tree, finally makes his appearance, and to secure 
their own safety is denounced by his despoilers 
as the thief who robbed them, and is at oncé ar- 
rested by the soldiers and despite his protesta- 
tions burried away to prison. The second act 
finds the two rogues decked out in borrowed 
finery (Cadeaux in a suit that is much too large 
for him), passing the evening pleasantly at the 
chiiteau, where the birthnight ball is in progress. 
' Erminie protests to her father against the 
cruelty of marrying her to the pretended Vi- 
comte, but a promise already given by the Mar- 
quis to his old friend and comrade in war, the 
Vicomte’s father, makes the match imperative, 
Erminie loves Eugene, private secretary to the 
Marquis, and induces him after considerable per- 
suasion to consent to an elopement.

LEATHER FROM HUMAN SKIN. 


A Flourishing Pennsylvania Tannery Where 
It Is Prepared for the Shoemaker. 

Philadelphia ews: I remember that two 
or three years ago I mcidentally referred to a 
prominent physician of this city wearing 
shoes made from the skin of negroes. He 
still adheres to that custom, insisting that 
the tanned hide of an African makes the 
most enduring ana the most pliable leather 
known to man. 

Only last week I met him upon the street 
with a brand new pair of shoes. I looked at 
his foot- wear, as I always do—his pedal cov- 
erings have an irresistible fascination for 
me—and said with a smile: Is the down- 
trodden African still beneath your feet?’ In 


the most matter-of-tact way; and without 
the shadow of a smile, he ‘answered: 1 
suppose you mean to inquire if I still 
wear shoes made of the skin of — 
negro. i certainly do, and I don’t — — 
changing in that respect until I find a leather 
that is softer and will last longer and present 
@ better appearance. I have no sentiment 
about this matter. Were I a Southerner—in 
the American sense of that word—I yo be 
accused of being actuated by a race — 
dice. But I am a foreigner by birth, althoug 
now an 8 citizen by — — 
1 fought in the rebellion that the blacks 
might be freed. I would use a white man’s 
skin for the same purpose if it were suffi- 
cientiy thick, and if any one has a desire to 
wear my —— upon his feet after I have 
drawn my last breath he has my ante-mortem 
permission.” 

The doctor’s shoes always exhibit a pecul- 
jariy rich lustrousness in their blackness. 
He assures me that they never burt his feet. 
The new pair he was using when I last saw 
him emitted nocreaking sound, and appeared 
as comfortable as though they had been worn 
a month. Their predecessors, he told me, 
had been in constant use for eight months. 
He obtains the skin from the bodies of 
which have been dissected in one of 

The best leather 
thighs. The soles 

lacing several layers 

of leather men The skin is bv 
a tanner at Womelsdorf, sixteen miles from 
Reading. he shoes are fashioned by a 
French shoemaker of this city, who knows 
nothing of the true character of the — 
but who often wonders at its ex 
smoothness and says that it excels the 
French calfskin. 

Do not for a moment think that this doctor 
presents an exceptional case of one who puts 
— ey» skin * e — M — 55 
students frequen splay a o- variety 
of articlesin which the bones of 
some dissected mortal has been pepe 
utilized and in bursts of ge poalty. Uney some 
times present these to lr friends, who prize 
them highly. One of the dudest dudes in 
town carries a match-safe covered with a 
portion of the skin of a beautiful young 
woman who was found drowred in the Dela- 
ware River. It still retains its natural 
color. Another young man with whom I am 
acquainted carries a cigar-case made of negro 
skin, a ghastly skull and crossbones appear- 
ing on one side in relief. One of the best- 
known surgeons in this country, who resides 
in this city, has a beautiful instru- 
ment case entifely covered with leather 
made from an African’sskin. A young society 
1 of this city wears a beautiful pair of 
dark slippers, the remarkable lustrousness 
of whose leather invariably excites the ad- 
miration of her friends when they see them. 
The young doctor who presented them to her 
recently returned from an extended foreign 
tour, and he toid her that he had purchased 
them from a Turk in Alexandria and that he 
did not know what sort of leather they were 
made of, but he supposed it was the of 
some wild animal. Asa matter of fact the 
skin came from a negro cadaver which once 
was prone on a Jefferson College dissecting- 
table, and the leather was prepared in Wom- 
elsdorf. The rosets on the slippers were 
deftly fashioned from the negro’s kinky hair.

common origin and substantial freedom from 
adulteration is overwhelming.

The 
males all shave their heads and wear cues. The 
Chinese women, without distinction of class or 
wealth, compress their feet. The Manchu women 
—the conquering and ruling tribe—allow their 
feet to grow to natural size. 

The Chinese houses are of sun-dried brick cov- 
vered with @ thatch of millet stalks resting on 
ra of willow poles. In the hill country rock 
is substituted, and in the far south bamboos are 
used. The rich, who are uncommon, use fire- 
burned brick of larger size than ours; and cover 
it with tiles of the same laid ona bed of mud 
mixed with cut straw. Only doors, sashes, and 
scanty furniture are of wood; the floors are of 
smoothed clay or burned tiles. The windows of 
the common houses are small and filled with thin 
white paper; those of the finer houses are large 
and have one pane ot glass set in paper. In 3,000 
miles of travel in midwinter Gen. Wilson saw no 
heated house. Fire, as a rule, is used only for 
cooking. Inthe best houses an open basin of 
charcoal is kept burning in the finest 
room; but even tnen the houses are. cold 
and cheerless, the doors and windows being 
loosely fitted. Nothing is repaired. The people 
keep warm by padding their clothing, generally 
blue cotton. In the cold regions of the North 
sheepskin overcoats and hoods are used. Silk 
and furs constitute the dress of the officials and 
mandarins; but ali in private use cotton. Amer- 
ican sheetings, drilis, and jeans have come into 
general favor, although the plant is grown in 
nearly every province and the natives do their 
own spinning, weaving, and dyeing; but the im- 

rtation of American manufactures is on the 

ncrease in spite of the efforts of the English and 
Germans to take away the trade, even to imita- 
tion of brands and trade-marks. 

What the Chinese lack, what is in their soil, and 
the means whereby it is to be gotten out, as well 
as the probable effects of what must be a revolu- 
tion with incalculable consequences, remain for 
another article.

THE BLUEGRASS REGION. 


ITs STOCK-FARMS, THEIR OWNERS 
AND THEIR PRODUCTS, 


“The Athens of the West”—Henry Clay's 
Home at Ashland—“ Tattersall’s The 
Birthplace of the Great Lexington—The 
Once Famous McGrathiana—A Place 
with Tragic Reminiscences—The Harper 
Homestead, Ten Broeck, and Longfel- 
low—Woodbine and the Alexanders. 

Lexineron, Ky., Oct. 14.—[Speciai Cor- 
respondence.|—In the central portion of 
Kentucky there is a fair group of counties 
lying together like a picture—elegant farms 
that spread out their broad pastures like so 
many private parks; acre upon acre of wav- 
ing grain; and everywhere the long, lush 
bluegrass, that Nature has so bountifully 
provided for this region, undulating like the 
waves of the sea. It is the famous Blue. 
Grass country—famous the worid over 
wherever fine horsefiesh is known and ap- 
preciated. 

Perhaps this old and aristocratic little City 
of Lexington is to be considered the very 
soul and centre of this garden-spot. All 
roads seem to lead to it, and from it they 
branch off into infinit distance. They are 
called turnpikes here, and are broad, and 
smooth, and white with limestone dust, for 
the whole fertile region rests upon a lime- 
stone substratum. Here and there, in between 
these turnpikes, are the stock-farms whose 
names have become familiar through the 
length and breadth of the land. They can 
be descried afar off—the dwellings and 
fences gleaming white in the midst of their 
surroundings—and not a stray: scrap of 
débris about to mar the beautiful neatness 
and order. It is not at all infrequent to tind 
the dwelling-house small and unpretentious, 
while the stables are roomy and handsome, 
quite overpowering the residence, for here 
the horse is King. It is to this section that 
the Bonners and Vanderbilts, the Lorillards 
‘and Belmonts come when they want a fine 
young trotter or a promising thoroughbred. 
Many of the Eastern millionaires who havea 
fancy for horsefiesh keep a resident buyer 
here, who constantly makes the rounds of 
these celebrated breeding-places, and attends 
all the great borse-sales, with a watchtul eye 
or enything like a prize turning up in his 

ne. 

In this city and section not to be well up 
in pedigrees and the neral horse vocabu- 
lary isto be away behind the spirit of the 
times. The racecourse is naturally the 
great institution, and this one was laid out in 
the days of the Revolutionary War and is as 
old as our independence. On the opposit side 
of the town is a handsome trotting-track 
which 1s much more modern. Lexington is 
one of the quaintest and most conventional 
of towns. There is still a scholastic flavor in 
its quiet atmosphere—happy relic of its 
palmy days when oid Transylvania Uni- 


versity filled the land with its fame, and 
turned so many eyes toward “the Athens of 


the West.“ More than all else, here 
dwelt the silver-tongued statesman 
at Ashland, just bevond the tangle 
of streets, who drew 80 many 


of the world’s dignitaries to his gates. Clay's 
colossal statue in the cemetery uplifts its 
head above all surrounding objects; and op- 
posit, east of the city, the waving ash and 
wainut trees of his old home lift their green 
crowns. Ashiand is once more in the hands 
of the Clay family; and that part of the 
mansion which contains Henry Clay’s pri- 
vate apartments, with the same furniture 
used by him during his life, is set apart for 
the sight-seers who still come daily from all 
parts of the world to stand reverently in the 
rooms once inhabited by their illustrious 
owner. A special servant is kept by the Mo- 
Dowell family to attend such visitors, and a 
huge register records their names, some- 
tumes as many as fifty in one day. 

Just across the pike from historic Ashland 
is Ashiand Park, the breeding establishment 
of Mr. B. J. Treacy. These stabtes contain 
the finest young trotting stock in the country 
the year round. Wealthy buyers from the 
East and West, from the Paeific coast and 


| the Territories, come to these stables to pur- 
chase. Mr. Treacy is joint owner ot the well- 


known Tattersall's,“ on Main street in this 
city—e stable so vast and elegant that it 
uite outshines its neighbor, the Phoenix 

otel, that ancient and sweil hostelry of the 
Bluegrass. Tattersall's“ has a department 
fitted up for ladies who transact their own 
business, for mgr a proud Kentucky dame 
with a pedigree as long as her thoroughbred’ 
raises superb stock on her rich acres, an 
knows how to market them too. 

Back of Asbland is Forest Park, the home 
of that genial gentleman and turfman, Dr. 
Herr, and alsoof Mambrino Ring. To the 
left is Gen. Withers’ fine place, Fairlawn, 
from whose stables the General a few years 
since shipped a lot of young trotters to the 
far-away Sandwich Islands. Directly across 
from him is the old Warfield farm, the birth- 
place of the great Lexington, whose name is 
yet a household word in this region. Farther 
up this same wide — rises a stately 
mansion set on a 1 ill, with many crys- 
tal windows and long piazzas, handsome 
drives, and a sweep of smooth lawn 
before it. This is the once famous 
McGrathiana, formerly the property 
of Price McGrath—since his death in the vos- 
session of Milton L. Young. Under the hill 
are the long stables built by the former 
owner, in which the great Tom Bowling and 
his confrére, Aristides, used to dream of 
victory. Noted asthe Kentuckians are for 
hospitality, perhaps no piace in tne State 
dispensed it so profusely as McGrathiana; 
and no one enjoyed life so keenly as its genia 
owner, who went by the title of the Laird 
of McGrathiapa.”’ Each year, as the sprin 
meeting came on, this mansion was crowd 
with distinguished guests, and a grand ban- 
quet inaugurated the festivities, on which oc- 
casion every guest was expected to quaff 
from the massive silver punch-bowl, which 
was a trophy of one of Tom Bowling’s East- 
ern victories. 

All the wae from Lexington to Frankfort 
the route is lined with notable places, whose 
names are conspicuous in turf annais and 
whose representatives have won honors upon 
every prominent race-course in America— 
many of them possessing more than National 
fame. Clustered around the little Kentucky 
Capital, anv diverging from it like the spokes 
of a fan, are the Alexander and Harper es- 
tates. the Grinstead, the McDowell, the Hunt 
Reynolds place, reaching way off to Indian 
Hill, the property of R. 8. Veech, a Louis- 
ville banker, whose stock ranks at a pre- 
mium, and where, it is said, distinct- 
ively the true bluegrass begins. Along 
the distant horizon may be seen the 
outlines of Bluegrass Park, the 
demesne of the late Keene Richards, 
the only American who ever went in person 
to the deserts of Arabia and imported 
Arabian stock for his private use. A portion 
of the dwelling was burned shortly after the 
death of the owner, but enough remains to 
denote what the mansion was when intact. 
Nearer at hand is the Buford farm (adjoin- 
ing Alexander’s), connected with which was 
a long litigation and at last a series of 
bloody _ tragedies, “yom the killing of 
Judge Eliiott at the Capital Hotel in Frank- 
fort by Tom Buford, the subsequent death of 
the latter in a madhouse, and the suicide of 
his brother, Gen. Abe Buford—thus com- 
pletely obliterating one of the oldest and 
proudest of Kentucky families. Then there 
are Eimendorf, Runnymede, Edgewater, Dix- 
jana, and a host of others familiar to every 
horseman in the land. 

A dozen miles or more out on the Frankfort 
pike is 1 the rg oo homestead, 
where old John Harper and his aged sister 
were mysteriously murdered a few years 
since, and where their nephew, Mr. Frank 
Harper, himself a man near 70, rugged and 
homespun, now lives and ruies. The farm 
contains about 600 acres, divided mainly into 
pasturage and woodland. Indeed, these 
stock-breeders seldom give much land to 
cultivation, but purchase largely the neces- 
sary farm supplies. The dwelling is rather 
small, and very old-fashionéd, and nestles 
quie away in a thick grove of maple 
and h about a mile from the road. 
The stables are about the most compiete 
and extensive arrangements in the piace. 
Here a few months ago the great Ten Broeck 
departed this life,and is buried just in front 
of the door of his old stable. An Eastern 
firm is now constructing a mausoleum for 
him, whichis a cottagein desigr, seven feet 
high, surmounted by an urn. Inscribed upon 
it will be the record of birth and death, and 
each of his . turf triumphs. Truly, 
these rough old stockmen love their dumb 
charges surpassing well. These are the 
same stables that received the kingly con- 
fròre of Ten Broeck, Longfellow, when his 
great achievements on the course were ac- 
complished and he was retired from the turf.

THE STEAM RAMS AT MEMPHIS. 


A Daring Deed on the Mississippi River 
During the Civil War. 

New York Sun: The present sessions ot 

the board appointed by Secretary Whitney 


to discuss plans of steam rams, floating bat- 


teries, and other applianges for harbor 
defense give additional interest to a 
new paper contributed by Gen. A. W. 
Ellet to the current number of Battles 
and Leaders of the Cu War. Gen. 
Eliet is a younger brother of the late civil 
engineer, Col. Charles Ellet, who so rapidly 
and successfully developed the steam ram 
for river attack and defence in the earlier 
years of the Civil War. Subsequent naval 
combats ona larger scale have somewhat 
dimmed public remembrance and apprecia- 
tion of his brilliant and important achieve- 
ments. 

One of the points fully brought out in tne 
narrative is that, while Col. Ellet’s opera- 
tions were naval, the authority ana means 
to prepare for them and to carry them out 
were furnished by the War Department, the 
result being a very striking. illustration of 
the advantages sometimes obtained by cut- 
ting red tape: 

Upon the startling verification of his neglected 
admonitions afforded by the Merrimac, Mr. Ellet 
was calledto the War Department, and after a 
short conference with Secretary Stanton re- 
ceived authority to purchase, refit, man, and 
command, with the rank of Colonel, any number 
of vessels deemed in his judgment necessary to 
meet and defeat the fleet of ironclad rams then 
known to bein process of construction on the 
Lower Mississippi. : 

‘Col. Ellet at once bought a number of steam- 
boats on the Ohio, strengthened them with 
timbers, built bulkheads around the boilers, 
and started them for Cairo. They were the 
Dick Fulton, Lancaster, Lioness, Mingo, 
Monarch, Queen of the West, son, Switz- 
erland, and Horner. Volunteers from the 
army, under his brother, supplemented their 
crews. While this work — — Ly fee the 
Confederate fleet lyiag under the batteries 
of Fort Pillow attac and disabled two of 
the Union gunboats near Crgighead’s Point: 

Col. Ellet then received most urgent telegrams 
from the Secretary of War to rams for- 
ward at the earliest moment possible. In conse- 
quence of these demands five of them were im- 
mediately dispatched. | 

The river-battle at Memphis began at dawn

said that the attack was promptly met by 
two of our ram squadron, the Queen of the 
West, Col. C. Ellet, and the Monarch, Lieut.- 
Col. A. W. Ellet, which fearlesly dashed 
ahead of our gunboa‘s, ran for the enemy’s 
fleet, and at the first plunge succeeded in 
sinking one vessel and disabling another.” 
Gen. Ellet’s account says that, the moment 
his broth sr heard the signal-gun, he waved 
his hat and called to him. 
follow me! Nowis our chance!” The river 
was alreacy, however, thick with smoke 
from the guns of both sides as the Queen 
dashed under full steam past the gunboats, 
followed by the Monarch. Ellet, pointing 
with his hat to the Gen. Price as the object 
for his brother’s attack, rushed the Queen 
straight against the Gen. Lovell, the middle 
of the enemy’s advancing line: 

The two vessels came toward each other in 
most gallant style, head to head, prow to prow; 
and had they met in that way itis most likely 
that both would have gone down. But at the 
critical moment the Gen. Lovell began to turn; 
and that moment sealed her fate. The Queen 
came on and plunged straight into the Lovell’s 
exposed broadside. The vessel was cut aimost 
in two, and disappeared under the dark waters 
in less time thanJt takes to tell the sto The 
Monaroh next struck the Gen. Price a glancing 
blow, which cut her starboard wheel clean off 
and completely disabled her. 

The Queen, attacked on either side by the 
Beauregard and Sumter, was in her turn dis- 
abled, Col. Eliet being shot down by a pistol- 
ball in the knee, which proved fatal, but her 
work was already done and the Confederates 
were in flight. 

Leaving the Little Rebel fast aground, the 
Monarch turned her attention to the sinking 
Beauregard, taking the vessel in towand making 

risoners of her crew. The others of the enemy’s 

eet were run ashore and fired by the crews be- 
fore they escaped into the adjoining Arkansas 
swamps. The Jeff Thompson biew up with a 
tremendous report. The Gen. Bragg was secured 
by our gunboats before the fire gained headway, 
and was saved. The Van Dorn alone made her 
escape, and was afterwards burned —— enemy 
at Liverpool Landing. Two other Rebel boats 
were burned at the same time—the Polk and the 
Livingston. 

The comment with which Gen. Ellet closes 
his account is nardly overdrawn: 

For two unarmed, frail, wooden, river steam- 
boats, with barely men enough on board to 
handle the machiner: and keep the furnace fires 
burning, to rush to the front between two hostile 
fleets, and into the enemy's advancing line of 
eight ironclad, heavily-armed, and fully manned 
steam rams, sinking one, disabling and capturing 
three, and carrying consternation to the others, 
was a sight never before witnessed. 

To make the story of the battle complete it 
should be added that the Union fieet was 
much the stronger in guns, and that the run- 
ning fight, which was curried on for nearly 
an hour, and ended ten miles below the city 
was conducted chiefly by the gunboats; bu 
this tact does not detract from the credit due 
to the first decisive shock, which should give 
Ellet’s name a twofold place among military 
and naval celebrities.

4 PROBLEM OF DEEP INTEREST TO 


NORTHWESTERN PEOPLE. 
; a 
The Extension of Railroad Lines Has Caused 
80 Many Cars to Be Pressed into Service 
to Carry Material t the Rolling-Stock 
Necessary to Take Grain to Market Is 

Not te Be Had—A pondent’s Time- 

ly Suggestion in to the Matter. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. Oct. 13.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—The farmers of the North- 
west are wrestling with another problem 
this year which seriously affects their busi- 
ness and causes them no end of inconven- 
ience and trouble. It is the matter of trans- 
portation of their grain to market. Every 
year about this time there 1s a great scarcit 
of cars, and country elevators have found it 
difficult to move the wheat as fast as mar- 
keted; but this year there is a serious block- 
ade on nearly every line of the Northwest. 
The Manitoba, Northern Pacific, and Mil- 
waukee have all been extending their lines 
during the last two years, and ve opened 
up a large amount of territory, whose prod- 
ucts are just coming on the market. The 
railroads have not increased their rolling- 
stock, while on the other hand they have 
absorbed hundreds of cars in the work of 
construction, so that they really now have 
considerably less rolling-stock to handle the 
business of thousands of additional miles of 
road. The Northern Pacific, for instance, has 
built nearly 2,000 miles, while it has not added 
a single car to its equipment. 

This state of things naturally has caused a 
blockade in the wheat movement, and the 
question of transportation is becoming a very 
serious one not only to farmers but to ele- 
vator * erm bankers. and business gen- 
erally. The elevator companies have alreudy 
fillea hundreds of their ‘houses and can- 
not get cars to move the wheat out. 
Their capital has been absorbed, as the 
movement from farmers’ hands has been re- 
markably large, and they are now put to sore 
straits to obtain additional funds to on 
the business. The manager of one of the 
big elevator companies told me last week that 
he had already used $500,000 in buying wheat, 
most of which was tied up in the country. 
It was no unusual thing for him to be called 
on tor $30,000 a day for a week ata time. The 
banks in St. Paul and Minneapolis are doing 
all they can to help out the grain-men, and a 
large amount of Eastern capital has been in- 
vested in the business, but there is yet a 
scarcity of ready money, and the elevator 
companies are becoming somewhat uneasy 
over the situation. 

In previous Sage there have always been 
enormous profits in the elevator business, 
arising mainly from carrying charges. Last 
year there was at this time a difference of 12 
cents a bushel between cash and May wheat. 
Elevator companies bought largely in Sep- 
tember and October and filled their houses. 
They sold against this for May delivery in 
Chicago and Duluth and realized a profit of 
from 12 to 15 cents per bushel on ali their 
holdings. This year the difference has been 
reduced to six or seven cents, which does 
not pay the cost of storage and insuran 
and elevator companies with limited capita 
find themselves in a bad box, as they cannot 
borrow money to carry the wheat. For this 
reason large numbers of houses owned by 
small companies are empty and will remain 
so during the winter. 

The scarcity of cars has brought on an in- 
teresting fight between the large elevator 
companies and the small private warehouses. 
The law of Minnesota, which was passed 
two years ago, makes it the duty of railroad 
companies to furnish cars to all shippers 
alike, in proportion to the amount of busi- 
ness they do. In Dakota the law says the 
railroad companies shall furnish cars to in- 
dividual farmers to load on side-tracks, as 
well as to public el vators. The. elevator 
people have a large amountof money in- 
volved in their business, and have brought 
strong pressure to on the 
railroads to induce them to discriminate 
against small shippers and refuse to give 
them cars. They partially succeeded in this, 
and in some places the railroads actually re- 
fused to give anybody except large elevator 
companies cars with which to move their 
wheat. But that at once raised such a howl 
over the Northwest that the roads were 
obliged to back down from their position, 
and in some cases they have gone completely 
over to the other side, and now it is the big 
elevator companies who are howling 
they have been discriminated against. 

In Dakota the people are very much 
stirred up about it, ana a Division 
Superintendent of the Northern Pacific 
was arrested at Fargo one day last 
week on complaint of W. J. Hawk of 
Buffalo, D. T., for not turnishing him cars. 
Hawk was a member of the last Territorial 
Legislature, and, it is understood, hel the 
railroad companies in the matter of legisla- 
tion to some extent. expecting to receive good 
treatment at their hands in his business; but 
the pressure of the big elevator companies 
was too powerful, and he now finds himself 
out in the cold, with thousands of others, ir- 
respective of past deeds or promises. The 
railroad Superintendent was arrested under 
the section of the Inter-State Commerce law 


which prohibits’ discrimination. His ex- 
amination came up at Fargo yester- 
aqay, and was stponed for a 


week, and the Superintendent was held 
in $1,000 bonds. The Farmers’ Alliance have 
taken up the matte, and say they will fight 
itout. They have instructed their agents to 
arrest every railroad agent or superintendent 
who refuses to furnish cars to farmers or 
side-track buyers, and say they will arrest 
every railroad man in the Territory if neces- 
sary to protect their rights. This threat 
seems to have had a good effect, as during 
the last few days private shippers have been 
furnished allthe cars they need and the 
railroad companies have shown no disposi- 
tion to discriminate against them. 8.

There are other ingeniously fastened back 
gatesin Philadelphia. Thereis onein the 
southern section of the city which would 
puzzle a first-class safe burglar.

A puli upon that ring 
unfastens the gate twenty feet below. It is 
so arranged that when the spring bolt is 
withdrawn by the pull a piece of wood drops 
in front of it and holds it there until itis re- 
moved. Another man has arranged so as to 
open his side gate by pulling outward the top 
of the sixth rd from the gate. It is ar- 
ranged similar to the first one described. 
One man has gone even further. He has an 
electrical attachment by which he knows 
when his friends are at the gate. By press- 
ing upon a knot in the gate post a bell behind 
the bar rings. Then he pulls a string and 
unbolts the gate without leaving his place 
behind the bar.

LY DEMORALIZED. 


This Is Because of the Muddle in North- 
western Business—Lincoln, Neb., Mer- 
chants Enter Their Protest, Charging 
Discrimination — Annoyance Caused by 
Canadian Pacific Competition — Jay 
Gould Said to Be About to Take In the 
Denver & Rio Grande Road. 

The Western section of the Western and Nortb- 
western Railway Freight Bureau is rapidly get- 


Hug into as muddled a condition as the North- 


western section bas beea for some months past. 
The complete demoralization in Northwestern 
rates is seriously affecting the Western business. 
It is found impossible to maintain tariff rates to 
Missouri River and Nebraska points at double 
the figures that are charged for equal distances 
te and from Northwestern points. In order to 
keep up the equilibrium and to overcome the 
constant complaints by Western shippers and 
merchants it is found necessary to reduce rates 
from Council Bluffs and Omaha to correspond 
with those charged between Chicago and St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. The discrepancy in rates 
to and from Northwestern and toand from West- 
ern points is too great to be kept up any longer. 
A meeting of the Western section of the bureau 
convened yesterday at Chairman Faſthorn's 
office for the purpose of bringing about an 
adjustment of rates. A delegation from Lincoin, 
Neb., which came here to protest against the

n. was given an audience, The dejegation 
claimed that the rates to Lincoln were proportion- 
ately higher than those to and from Omaha, 
The distance to Lincoin by several of the roads, 
they cluimed, was no greater than to Omaha, and 

t the Lincoln rates were considerably higher. 

rem St. Louis the distance to Lincoln was 
shorter than to Omaha, and yet the Lincoln peo- 
ple had to pay higher rates than the Omaha 
people, This, they claimed. was in direct viola 
tion of the fourth section of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law.

It need only said 
that the District-Attorney for Alaska makes on 
behalf of the United States the positive claim 
that Behring Sea is landlocked. When it passes 
out of bis hands the Attorney-General will, of 
course, take the same groun Mr. Delaney's 
brief ran afoul of ecretary Bayard in 
his comment on the correspondence of Mr. Ad- 
ams with Russiain 1824, Unofficially the Sec- 
retary of State has always been unders to 
justify his failure to assert the closed-sea doo- 
trine because of that correspondence. Delaney 
analyses the correspondence, and, like a great 
many other ay finds nothing in it to show 
that the United States protested against Rus- 
sia assuming a jurisdiction which it now 
takes toitself. In the interest of barmony in 
the Administration the Department of Justice 
ought to be snuffed out of the Alaska contro- 
versy. But even the President will hardly take 
it on himself to interfere with regular judicial 
procedure, and in gue time the Supreme Court 
of the United States will pass on the question.

Eleventh Anuual Congress of the Episcopal 
Church. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—The 
eleventh annual congress of the Episcopal 
Church of the United States will convene here 
tomorrow morning.

THE WEST VIRGINIA BANDITS. 


Six Hundred Citizens Still Hunting Them 
Down. ' 

CHARLESTOWN, W. Va., Oct. 17.—There are 
over 600 citizens and officers after the murderers 
of the Rev. Thomas P. Ryan, the Methodist 
minister who was killed near Walton, Roane 
County, Thursday night. Friday, George Duff 
was killed by vigilantes. Jake Coon, who said 
he was from the Far West, and formerly one of 
the James gang, together with Robert Duff, 
brother of George Duff J., were caught. Robert 


Duff and Jake Coon were taken to the home of 
Ryan and identified by the family. Coon was 
hanged and Duff shot and his throat cut. Will- 
iam Drake, one of the robbers, was caught and 
confessed that Dan Cunningham, a member of 
the Eureka“ detectives of this city, was the 
instigator of the affair and the remainder of the 
gang carried out the scheme. Vigilantes started 
to Spencer, the county seat of Roane County, 
with Drake, but it is not known what has be- 
come of him. He was promised immunity if he 
revealed what he knew. There is great excite- 
ment over the affair. There were over 3,000 per- 
sons present at the funeral of the Rev. Mr. Ryan 
yesterday. Will and Dick Skein and Sam Rains, 
with two others of the mob, were wounded by the 
robbers Friday night when the attack was made 
on the house in which they were found. Owing 
to the difficulty of getting news from the section 
where the trouble occurred, it is quite hard to 
get all the facts. A courier brought the above to 
the city this morning. 


THE RECORD OF FIRES, 


Destruction of the Kent House at Chautau- 
qua Lake—Other Blazes. 

JAMESTOWN, N. V., Oct. 17.—The Kent House 
at Lakewood, on Chautauqua Lake, was de- 
stroyed at 6.o’clock this morning. The fire also 
damaged six or eight cottages.

LAWYER HARDY MAKES AN AFFIDAVIT. 


Opening the Argument for a New Trial in 
the Omnibus Boodler Case. 

Arguments on the motion for a new trial in the 
„omnibus boodler case were heard yesterday 
before Judge Jamieson on the North Side, The 
State was represented as on the trial and the 
boodlers by Alexander Sullivan and William 
Brown of Beckwith, Brown & Kirby. The bood- 
lers looked well physically, although Van Pelt 
had a severe headache and was excused from at- 
tendance in the afternoon, Varnell, on account 


of throat troubles, has grown chin whiskers, 
which are more useful than ornamental.

Brown opened for the prisoners and spoke until 
2:45. Gen. Stiles and Mr. Grinnell replied briefly 
for the State, and this morning Mr. Sullivan will 
close for the boodlers. 

Before the opening of the ment an a- 
davit, which afterwards played an important 
part in the proceedings, was filed by Mr. Sulli- 
van. It was the affidavit of C. M. Hardy, one of 
the former counsel! for the prisoners, in which he 
recited at length how Klehm divulged the secrets 
of the defense to Mr. Grinnell day after day; how 
Klehm received a light punishment at the inter- 
vention of the State's Attorney in consideration 
of services which . — — bale ag Roe 
attempt at jury-pae ; how Hardy knew 
no roy an existed or was ever discussed, and 
how Klehm's statement was wholly false. 

William Brown, the new man in the oase, 1s a 
recent arrival from Jerseyville, III. He has a 
wide reputation in that vicinity. He madea 
lawyer-like, clean-cut, and able argument on 
technical lines, and received ciose attention from 
court and counsel. He * that the conspira- 
cy only could be tried. The court erred in dis- 
missing the three jurors and in hearing evidence 
as to their qualifications after they were sworn. 
He dwelt at length on the Klehm episode. He 
did not charge fraud on the part of the State, 
but it was a trick calculated to prejudice the 
case of the defendants, and a verdict obtained 
by such means would not stand. He was quite se- 
vere on Mr. Walker for remarks made in his 
closing a dwelling at length on his sav- 
age attack on Wren when his remarks were 
about things outside of the evidence. 

At 2 o'clock Mr. Brown resumed his considera- 
tion of the errors in the instructions. The case 
had been tried with signal ability by the S.ate, 
butit was plain from the record that there was 
a well-planned attempt to take every advantage, 
in which the zeal of the counsel had carried them 
too far. He considered the failure of the cour 
to try the cases at the proper term of court, the 
unconstitutionality of the verdict on account of 
the punishment being greater than the crime, 
the repealing of the statute under which they 
were held, and concluded at 2:45 by saying that 
it Was not a question whether the prisoners had 
been guilty of an offense, but whether they had 
been convicted by due process of law. 

Gen, Stiles replied for the State. He quoted 
little or no law and did. not once refer to an au- 
thority, but made one of his humorous, common- 
sense arguments, plainly showing by his tactics 
that he saw not in the least serious in any of 
the points raised. After complimenting highly 
the argument of Mr. Brown he said it was byper- 
critical. Doubtiess there were some few errors 
and doubtless some sentences could have been 
better worded, but the question was, Had jus- 
tice been done?“ From the evidence there was 
but one answer. He was willing to admit, and 
so was Walker, that Walker did slobber over at 
one time under great provocation, but what of 
it? The evidence showed that Wren was a per- 
jurer—a forger,rather—just as Walker cailed him. 
As to the statute of limitations the conspiracy 
was formed years and was @ continuing con- 

The question was whether the jury was 
com in dis- 
missing the three jurors. The Klehm affidavit 
by Hardy was a great joke, as it made the coun- 
sel complain of an advantage from statements of 
Klehm that the affidavit said were false. Even 
if his statements were true the county was to be 
congratulated. 

Mr. Sullivan objected to the imaginary inti- 
mation that he or his associates were cognizant 
of any attempt at jury-packing and vehemently 
called Kiehm a liar and a scoundrel. 

Mr. Grinnell closed for thé State, and did Ht- 
“tle but laugh at the counsel for the fix they had 
gotten into over the affidavit. If Klehm told the 
truth no harm was done, as the affidavits showed 
there were no secrets; if he lied the lies were 
harmless, and the counsel surely had nothing to 
complain of although Mr, Brown bad devoted 
much time to the benefits derived by the State 
from Kiehm’s acts. The indictmeat was framed 
on the Thomas case, which had been confirmed 
by the Supreme Court. The Legislature was 
surely competent to fix the punishment for all 
offenses. The repeal of the statute under which 
conviction was found was a question just de- 
cided by the Appellate Court, and he had never 
known of a record so free from errors. 

Mr. Sullivan rose to close for the boodlers, but 
the court adjourned proceedings until 10 o'clock 
this morning on accountof sickness in his family.
